Asian Development Bank assisted Maharashtra Agribusiness Network 
(MAGNET) project being implemented for development of Integrated Value 
chains in the focused horticulture crops (i.e., Pomegranate, Banana, Orange, 
Sweet Orange, Custard Apple, Guava, Sapota, Strawberry, Okra, Chili (Green 
and Red) and Flowers) in the Maharashtra State, India. Considering the current 
credit financing in India, there was limited focus on financing as per requirement 
of the value chain dynamics. Thus, during MAGNET project design phase, after 
understanding the gaps in current credit financing to Farmer Producer 
Organizations (FPOs) and Value Chain Operators (VCOs) (Start ups, exporters, 
aggregators) in India and particularly in Maharashtra, ADB has introduced 
Financial Intermediation Loan (FIL) component in the MAGNET Project as it has 
been implemented successfully in the Uzbekistan Horticulture Value chain 
development Project. MAGNET Project aims to bring in a paradigm shift and 
enable FPOs as well as VCOs to leverage loans at competitive rates through the 
Financial Intermediation Loan component. Successful implementation of FIL 
component in MAGNET project would set path in Agriculture value chain 
financing in India. Hence in order to understand project implementation 
experience, enhance project execution capacity and exchange ideas on 
horticulture value chain development through FIL and other means, ADB has 
planned a study visit of MAGNET EA officials to Uzbekistan from 28th to 30th 
November 2022.
